When institute lecturers run 
out inspiration and educa- 
tional writers vainly woo their 
slender and capricious muse, 
the fashion turn upon the 
teacher English and soundly 
berate him for his failure im- 
part working knowledge the 
mother tongue. such mo- 
ments are told that even 
after ten twelve years 
schooling very many our 
children, far their knowl- 
edge and use English con- 
cerned, are poor and miserable 
and cold and blind and naked. 
They show spark original- 
ity—except spelling; them 

grammar—even that slight body linguistic theory which 
call English grammar—they study seemingly only 
outrage and affront; and vigor and clearness and grace 
style, seem far removed from their perception and use 
the binomial theorem from the consciousness 
Argentine ant. What the matter with our teaching 
English? the ever recurring cry: and with comes the 
ever recurring charge: Our schools are not doing what 
they should make the children read and write effi- 
ciently. 

Now, this not all pleasant subject; the implied 
accusation hurts—mainly because there much truth 
behind it. And our teachers English and our prin- 
cipals and inspectors periodically examine their profes- 
sional conscience, excite themselves sorrow, often make 
public confession their pedagogical sins, and finally, 
good Christians should, form steadfast resolution 
amendment. The resolution, besides being the most prac- 
tical, also the most interesting step this penitential 
process; for invariably takes the form refurbishing old 
methods and adopting new ones which, when the evolution 
time brings about another season penance, are cast 
into exterior darkness. 

And seems pass that the teaching English

What wrong with our teaching English? Every 
year unflinching finger laid upon the weak spot, and 
every year upon different spot; every year enthusiasts 
suggest panacea, and every year different panacea. 
must have more drill spelling and dictation, must 
shun routine exercises because they lack spontaneity; 
must give more general criticism written work, 
must correct written work more intensively; must 
analyze and condense, synthesize and para- 
phrase; must teach more foreign languages, must 
flee from alien tongues from the face serpent; 
must inculcate the principles formal logic, must 
teach the children think their feet; must widen 
their intellectual horizon means general reading, 
must discipline their minds frowning upon literary 
browsing; must have them write lavishly, must 
insist that they write little and well; must correlate 
English with geography and manual training, must 
regard English subject that essentially Sinn Fein. 
But always, runs the implication, teachers Eng- 
lish would save our souls and our faces, must study 
the “mechanics” English, must amend our methods 
teaching, must tinker the tricks the trade. 

Far from underestimate the importance 
method. need some sort and some degree method 
everything do, from making mental prayer knit- 
ting socks for the Belgiums; but err, and err grievously, 
when make the best method, the main 
consideration, the be-all and the end-all endeavor. And 
quite convinced that the radical reason why our Eng- 


lish teaching less than fifty per cent efficient, why our 
boys and girls have little show for the time they 
have devoted oral and written expression, that 
have been too practical, too utilitarian, too intent upon 
method; that have disproportionately concerned our- 
selves with the body the subject that have disre- 
garded the claims and even the existence its soul. 

Oddly enough, should promptly check ourselves were 
make similar mistake certain other things 
teach. Take, for instance, the matter politeness. 
form boy gentlemanly traits and bearing, don’t 
place undue reliance textbook etiquette. don’t 
discuss the “mechanics” good breeding. don’t wor- 
ship rules. Rather, seek instill the spirit Chris- 
tian courtesy. strive arouse the conviction that 
true politeness founded Christian charity, self-sacri- 
fice and forbearance. teach the boy model himself 
Our Lord, the world’s supreme Gentleman. And 
endeavor, teachers, gentlemen ourselves. now 
and then call attention specific details etiquette, but 
for the most part prefer suggest them—suggest them 
our every word and tone and look and gesture, our 
general carriage body and attitude mind. 

Again, take the subject which the paramount subject 
our Catholic schools, the subject which the real and 
sole justification for the existence our educational sys- 
tem—religion. From time time ,and very properly, 
have discussions the best methods imparting 
knowledge religious truth and forming the Christian 
character; sometimes, cities where the summer heat 
affects the mental operations convention speakers, the 
interchange views may even lose something its 
wonted philosophic serenity. But despite differences 
opinion regarding method and despite the warmth with 
which state our preference, each one certain 
that what really matters the teaching religion the 
character, the personality the teacher. agree that 
the fundamental aspect the matter was grasped the 
devout and relatively unlearned religious teacher whose 
motto was: “Since make saints mission, must 
saint myself.” gladly admit that, all else being 
equal, the teacher religion who knows great deal 
about biology and child psychology and dogmatic theology 
has advantage over his less learned brother; but there 
not one who, commissioned select teacher re- 
ligion for given class, would prefer biologist psy- 
chologist theologian zealous and unassuming 
saint. all realize that the best men teach religion 
the man who lives religion, and that even though his 
the classroom the Catholic school because pos- 
sessed the spirit religion and the spirit Jesus 
Christ. 

And, therefore, just the crucial question concerning 
the teacher politeness is, “Has the spirit cour- 
tesy, has the feeling for etiquette?” and the crucial 
question concerning the teacher religion is, “Has the 
spirit devotion, has the feeling for religion?” so, 
seems me, the crucial question concerning the teacher 
English is, “Has the spirit art, has the feeling 
literature?” Whether has read books about books, 
has written dry how secure interest, uses 
the dramatic method his teaching, insists word-analy- 
sis, believes the efficiency paraphrasing—such things 
are relatively unimportant. But, assuming that has 
grasp three four general principles that underlie all 
teaching, good teacher English, and must 
successful teacher English, knows and loves 
some the really great books the world, would 
rather talk Shakespeare than talk gossip, spends more 
time over Dante and Calderon than spends over his 
newspaper, would rather soar with Shelley’s skylark 
than eat his dinner. But maintains implies that 
“Over the Top” greater book than Tale Two 
Cities,” that the solid sonnets Mr. Walt Mason are 
more stimulating than the ethereal sonnets Petrarca, 
that game bridge more enjoyable than wrestling 
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bout with Browning, that vaudeville show more satis- 
fying than presentation “King then, even 
though has writen dismale books how teach Eng- 
lish, even though has evolved study plans and study 
outlines fearly and wonderfully made, even though 
able discuss methodology obscurely that even 
professors psychology can’t follow him, that man 
not fit teacher English, not proper breaker liter- 
ary bread. lacks vital enthusiasm, enthusiasm that 
ought irresistible, contagious. lacks literary 
taste; and though men there who smirk superior 
way the mention the old-fashioned word, let 
assure you that when teacher English lacks taste 
not unlike the teacher religion who never says his 
prayers. His teaching, Mr. Wells would say, 
like grafting mummy steak living flesh and boiling fos- 
sils for soup. has not the spirit art, has not the 
feeling for literature. 

But, may objected, the man thus heartlessly pic- 
tured may good practical teacher for all that. Maybe 
does like his newspaper better than likes Shakes- 
peare and caviar sandwiches better than “The Ring and 
the Book.” Let concede, even, that never reads 
really literature all except under com- 
pulsion. so; but can’t teach grammar? 

Possibly can; but can’t—and doesn’t—teach his 
pupils speak and write good English. reluctant 
discuss what called English grammar, for ex- 
tremely humiliating remember that have teach 
all. Teaching grammar like drawing set rules 
governing the use pocket handkerchief. But this 
know for certain: homes and schools where good 
books, great books, are read and loved and reveled in, 
children don’t need learn English grammar. They 
absorb the right use words, just homes where the 
spirit politeness reigns they absorb the practice 
etiquette. And just children may memorize books 
good manners and remain unmannerly clowns, they 
may—and do—memorize rules grammar and continue 
speak and write way make the judicious grieve. 

the soul that makes the body rich, and the 
spirit literature, the feeling for literature, that lends 
clearness and correctness and vigor and grace and urban- 
ity the written and the spoken word. How children 
learn politeness? They absorb it. How they learn re- 
ligion—religion, mean something which immediately 
and unceasingly affects their mode thinking, feeling 
and acting? They absorb it; man creditable Cath- 
olic citizen today not because captured school 
medals for Christian Doctrine but because had good, 
pious mother. And how children learn speak and 
write good English? They absorb it; absorb from 
parents who use correct and beautiful language, absorb 
from teachers who have the feeling for literature; absorb 
from the worthwhile books which these same teachers 
have taught them example read and love and live. 

Sir Frederick Leighton and Mr. John Lane, the English 
publisher, were one day looking the late Aubrey Beards- 
ley’s “Yellow Book” drawings. “Ah,” exclaimed Leighton. 
“What wonderful line, what great artist!” And then 
added, sotto voice, “If could only draw.” “Sir Fred- 
erick,” Mr. Lane retorted, “I’m sick and tired seeing 
men who can only draw.” have dearth teachers 
who make overmuch methods and who experiment with 
the “mechanics” literature. have copious plenty 
theme theorists and spelling splitters and grammar 
grinders. But our English work will remain less than fifty 
percent efficient, our children will continue write halt- 
ingly and talk atrociously and write unmitigated trash, 
until some the ultra-utilitarian ladies and gentlemen 
the teaching profession who carry practicality the point 
petrification are either converted asphyxiated and 
their places are taken men and women who have gen- 
uine feeling for literature. are weary unto death 
seeing English teachers “who can only draw.” 

After all, their vaunted practicality extremely 
nearsighted sort.

eternity. For this divine meditation the knowledge 
this world not necessary. The humblest peasant, who 
cannot even read and write, may far more advanced 
this heavenly knowledge than the most learned univer- 
sity professor. Supernatural training, the science 
the Saints, is, unquestionably, the highest education. But 
without diminishing the slightest degree its imperative 
claims upon our interest and attention, feel that for 
our young people the fullest measure attainable the 
higher secular education desirable. Whenever possible, 
therefore, should provided for them. Only shall 
approach the ideal Christian education, mental and 
moral development progressing harmoniously. 

Indeed, the Church fulfill her primary end 
teaching God’s revelation is, humanly speaking, neces- 
sary that her children should have this profane and secular 
knowledge addition their religious instruction.

For knowledge power, and knowledge monopolized 
any extent those outside the Church, power, too, 
will monopolized them.

Nothing 
Hence behoves Catholics see that our children 
are gaining this worldly knowledge which power

Are doing it? Are our children gaining this knowl- 
edge the same extent that non-Catholics are? 

question difficult one answer. But there 
are several facts which would lead suppose that 
are falling behind this race for knowledge and power. 
One that our children not seem going for 
higher education numbers anything like proportionate 
our membership. course, some extraordinary peo- 
ple gain knowledge outside the schools. But re- 
mains true that the enrollment schools and colleges and 
universities will give very fair indication the per- 
sons who are actually acquiring knowledge. What does 
this enrollment tell us? 

Some months ago, Mr. Joseph McKee, writing the 
Catholic World, raised voice warning against the 
complacency which sometimes feel regarding the con- 
dition Catholicism such stronghold New York 
City. estimated that the Jews, proportion their 
numbers, have several times many pupils the high 
schools Catholics have. And was speaking not 
merely the public schools, but also the religious 
academies and high schools. pointed out the wonder- 
ful sacrifices which Jewish parents are making secure 
education for their children, confident that knowledge 
power. And concluded that this rate the number 
Jewish lawyers and physicians and congressmen and 
judges,—in word, the powerful and influential Jews— 
would out all proportion their numbers. 

Mr. McKee’s warning should have reechoed every 
Catholic paper and magazine this country. For 
true that our children are not going for higher edu- 
cation proportionately our numbers New York, sure-

The 
total number Catholics there numbered about 11,006 
with 200 officers. But the Methodists with only 5,000 men 
had 250 officers. The Presbyterians had something like 
six times many officers proportion their privates 
had. 

have somewhere between and per cent the 
men the whole army. not know what percentage 
the officers have, but certainly not that large. 
the aviation school here Austin comparatively few 
the men are Catholics. One the student officers hap- 
pened Catholic who had been stationed 
cothe, Ohio, before coming here. asked him how many 
the officers there were Catholics. said that out 
200 knew only were Catholics! 

Now some persons will have explanation ready for 
this state affairs. They will claim that prejudice has 
barred the commissioning Catholics. But not be- 
lieve this. think that the true explanation that our 
young men had not gone for higher education pro- 
portion their numbers and therefore did not have the 
preparation necessary for entering the training camps 
for officers. 

Assuming, then, that Catholics are not going col- 
lege reasonable numbers, why it? The immediate 
explanation, think, the fact that not realize the 
importance it. Catholic parents greater extent 
than non-Catholic send their children out work 
early age instead having them continue school. The 
teachers our schools not instill into the children 
the ambition further and further. 

But when come ask why Catholic parents exhibit 
this attitude, not know. Perhaps that the Church 
more successful than others impressing her chil- 
dren the importance supernatural knowledge and the 
relative worthlessness profane learning, wealth, and 
worldly power. hope so. this were true every 
case, even the vast majority cases, should feel 
reconciled the condition. But fear that not. 
Many Catholics, who seem just eager any others 
after riches and social position, not seem realize that 
the best and surest way attaining them through edu- 
cation. 


| 
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And think that probably the reason our parochial 
school teachers not give their pupils the ambition 
college that they have never been there them- 
selves. Perhaps the new movement summer school 
work for them will develop this spirit among them which 
will react their children. Let hope so. 

But now, what done?

ing churches, and more so. venture say that man 
who spends $500 sending his son college for one 
year has done more for the Church than had put 
stained glass window memory his grandmother. 
can get some idea the results the Church the 
parishes realizing the importance education 
imagining the consequences one. 


Let suppose, therefore, that there are two towns, each 
with about 30,000 people and each with about 3,000 Cath- 
olics. the one, there was thirty years ago energetic 
priest who managed raise $75,000 for church. the 
other like number years ago there was another ener- 
getic priest who likewise raised $75,000. But instead 
putting all into brick and mortar, invested $50,000 
per cent for the higher education the boys and girls 
the parish. What would the present condition 
Catholicism these two towns? the first—unfortun- 
ately know it—there would only one Catholic lawyer, 
only two men college graduates, not single Catholic phy- 
sician, and not one Catholic woman college graduate. The 
Catholics have not the power and influence even num- 
bers that they should have, because they have not had the 
education. the other town—unfortunately not 
know it—I firmly convinced there would several 
prominent physicians, judge two, perhaps congress- 
man, numerous leaders public opinion, and, generally 
speaking, the Church would more influential and solid. 

would suggest, therefore, that every parish this 
country that can possibly afford there should started 
fund found scholarships. Let the pipe organ for 
awhile; worry along without putting that marble altar; 
don’t have the church frescoed yet awhile. For $300 you 
can send boy girl college for year. And $5,000 
per cent will mean $300 year. Start right away 
get that fund. 


The may made that this using parochial 
money for the good individuals. But good for the 
parish the individual. must get the point 
view that education necessary from the standpoint 
the group. Every educated Catholic, the very fact 
being educated, makes the organization stronger. And 
while some the boys would turn out undeserving, 
the vast majority would respond their responsibilities. 
The whole Catholic body will get more good out spend- 
ing its money this way than putting stained glass 
windows the church. 

Our Lord intimated that the children this world are 
wiser their generation than the children light. And 
regard the expenditure money can learn from 
that very wise child the world, Benjamin Franklin. 
Empty your pocket-book into your brains, said, and 
nobody can steal from you. the Church will only 
empty her money into the brains her children, graft- 
ing politicians can steal from her. There will con- 
fiscation brains, there has been jewels. Surely 
our experience all over the world how amasses 
treasures church buildings for the thieves break 
through and steal should teach the wisdom Frank- 
lin’s advice. Let begin empty our pocketbooks into 
our brains founding scholarships every parish.

The consonants meet with two ob- 
structions the stream air, viz. resistance the 
mouth, and partial closure vocal cords. Vital force 
accumulated and direction reversed (crushed) 
and focussed the larynx. Notice the upward pressure 
the diaphragm. The consonants mentioned thus far 
present stream air, directed various ways. 

The next group presents consonants resulting from 
checked (blocked) air, the action explosion air 
puffs. have their action the lock the 
mouth; vital force, acting above voice organs the con- 
versational tone, must changed voice organs sing- 
ing. 

have their action the locks, involving also 
imperfect use the voice organs. For effective vocal 
work the point resistance must changed spot 
lower down. 

“Every nation has its vocal taint induced speech. 
The preponderating vowel English ‘ee’, causing thin- 
ness, e., reducing volume; the next preponderating vowel 
‘u’ (who without the aspirate), causing dulness tone. 
The numerous aspirates waste air, quicken consumption 
it, and annihilate tone. The effect the lan- 
guage amounts therefore the greatest escape air 
the shortest time with least musical results.” These are 
the words the eminent English vocal artist and teacher, 
Charles Lunn. 

The lesson wish impart this issue the chant 
teacher has reference the energetic’ pronunciation 
the consonants. The ‘L’ for instance, pronounced 
Latin (and Italian) demands decided stroke the 
tongue. Like hammer the tip the tongue flipped 
from the roof the floor the mouth the syllable ‘la’; 
‘le’ similar stroke directed against the surface back 
off the lower teeth, and with less vigor the other vowel 
surfaces are treated, the tongue acting each case like 
Under circumstances shall the ‘L’ allowed 
produce mumbling flutter ‘somewhere the mouth’. 
Nor shall cling unto the preceding vowel when be- 
longs the next syllable, Fi-li-o. preparing 
the chant supplements for the Progressive Series such at- 
tention was given the separation text syllables that 
accents were inserted even into words two syllables. 
The consonants are grouped according the approved 
liturgical sources which entails occasionally discrepancy 
with modern latin grammars used outside ecclesiastical 
circles.

Among earliest memories bird-life one that 
stands out clearly this day. Cedar Waxwing had 
built her nest the low branch old apple-tree 
the edge the orchard, and when little eight-year- 
old boy, came and peered in, there she sat fear and 
trembling, her crest flattened, her exquisite plumage 
drawn close her body and her eyes wild with fear;

but she would not desert her charge, because the little 
ones beneath her tender breast were just breaking the 
shell. There was something fascinating about her low- 
ered, flattened, almost serpentine head, with its black 
frontlet and the black bands enclosing her bright, startled 
eyes, she snuggled down into her warm, leaf-sheltered 
nest. Alert and ready for instant flight, she held her 
place. was first glimpse the home-life 
wild bird. 
Destroying Canker-worms 

Next year was canker-worm year, and all thru the 
orchard the little inch-worm (geometrid) caterpillars 
began cut holes the leaves. Then came the Wax- 
wings flocks, and there they stayed, often whisper- 
ing one another and always catching worms. Such 
gormandizers they were! They ate until they could 
eat more, only sit about the branches play 
with one another awhile, and then eat again. The canker- 
worms stripped few the old trees, but the Wax- 
wings cleared most them and saved the leaves; 
did not lose our apples. When the cherries were 
ripe, these birds always found them. They stayed 
the cherrytrees with the same persistence that they 
showed their work with the canker-worms. They 
have habit, when satiated, sitting together, some- 
times five six the same limb, and such time 
have seen cherry caterpillar passed from one 
another until had passed and down the line be- 
fore any would take it. 

Silken Attire 

Who can describe the marvelous beauty and elegance 
this bird? What other dressed robe 
delicate and silky texture? Those shades blending 
beauty—velvety black brightening into fawn, melting 
browns, shifting saffrons, quaker drabs, pale blue and 


slate, with trimmings white and golden yellow, and 
little red appendages the wingquills not found any 
other family birds—all, combined with its graceful 
form, give the bird appearance elegance and dis- 
tinction peculiarly its own. 

The Cedar Waxwing breeds very late, raising its 
young July August, when wild cherries and blue- 
berries furnish them abundant supply food. 
New England, the earliest nests sometimes have eggs 
the second week June. The breeding-season 
its height the last July. Sometimes pair raises 
two broods, and few have young the nest Septem- 
ber. The nesting-site varies greatly. The appletree 
commonly chosen, also the Virginia juniper red cedar, 
wherefore the commonly called Cedar-bird 
most parts the country, and sometimes Cherry-bird. 

Sometimes the nest will placed low limb not 
more than five six feet from the ground, sometimes 
tall elms maples, more rarely the top birch 
some pasture-tree. Both male and female engage 
nest-building; the male often brings nesting-material, 
while the female fashions into shape. 


Architecture 


The nest varies much material and construction 
situation. the South comparatively small 
and compact, built mainly twigs, grass-culms, weed- 
stalks and leaves, and lined with fine grasses and grass- 
roots. the farming regions the North the nest 
often bulky structure, composed largely the stems 
weeds and grasses, few twigs, grape-vine, cedar 
hemlock bark, and feathers, hair wool; and some- 
times includes rags, string, lint, paper, yarn its 
construction. 

The eggs number three five; are pale bluish gray, 
with more less purple tint; and taper rather sud- 
denly toward the small end, where they are marked with 
small distinct roundish spots blackish umber. The 
large end marked with various touches and shades 
purple. egg laid daily until the set complete. 
The male and female are said take turns sitting 
and feeding the young, which hatch after about four- 
teen days’ incubation, 

The food the Cedar Waxwing consists very largely 
fruit; but most wild fruit value man. 


Fruits and Blossoms 


The Biological Survey finds that nine-tenths its 
food for the year vegetable matter, almost wholly 
wild fruits and seeds. The animal food consists mainly 
When the Waxwings come spring, they 
may seen pecking the blossoms fruit-trees and 
scattering the petals broadcast; but when their stomachs 
have been examined quantities the insects that infest 
blossoms have been found, They are fond 
beetles, and devour quantities the Colorado potato- 
beetle and the pernicious elm-leaf beetle, which has 
proved destructive elms recently the Eastern 
States. 

Insect-Eaters 


late summer and early fall the Waxwing imitates 
flycatcher, and, taking its post some tall tree, usually 
near pond river, launches out over the water 
meadow pursuit flying insects. Birds taken such 
times have been found crammed with insects the 
very throat. Grasshoppers, crickets, crane-flies, lace- 
wings, butterflies, moths, bugs, bark-lice, 
insects form part their bill-of-fare, with occasionally 
few snails. They seem little injury cultivated 
fruit except the cherry-crop, and most this usually 
may avoided planting goodly number early 
mulberry trees when planting cherries. 

The fly-catching habit these birds sometimes 
exercised even winter. Mr. Brewster notes that

Painting made 
strips linen were sold the artist, who carried with 
him his pallette and brush, making use them re- 
drawing parts his pictures please those who bought 
them. Murillo was twenty-two years old this time 
and realized that others wanted paintings please them 
alone, just he, when small boy, changed the pic- 
tures found his home please himself. One paint- 
ing, called “Jesus and the was made real 
him painting with his brush likeness his own 
hat placed the head the pictured figure and 
changing the lamb resemble dog. The hat and the 
dog were real him; had them with him every day 
and loved them, and representing them the paint- 
ing made the pictured thought real him. This senti- 
ment expressed Murillo when but small boy the 
symbol his success painter later life: his pic- 
tures presented his love for beauty, his sentiment toward 
life such way that his fellow-countrymen could enter 
into the portrayed thought with understanding.

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THE FEELING FOR LITERATURE. 
(Continued from Page 252) 

Our schools are designed prepare the children, not 
for examinations, but for life, for 
moniously conceived complete living, now and later on, 
here and hereafter. This human life ours—the troubled 
interval between the cry birth and the sign death—is 
prevailing thing clouds and tempests that 
should welcome every ray sunshine. want make 
our boys and girls—and eventually our men and women— 
happy this world they can consistently be. And 
next the possession our holy faith and participation 
the life the Church, where can find for them 
more real, more satisfying means happiness than 
the love books? Advisedly not, teach scores 
things—like square root and freehand drawing and the 
geography Siam—that most our pupils will never use 
after they leave school, things that contribute appreciably 
neither material success nor intellectual culture spir- 
itual well being; and neglect them with the 
feeling for literature, possession which will give them 
fine sense word values, which will develop and enrich 
their’ minds, which will guide them along the ways 
beauty the throne God. Most them will never 
taste the pleasures wealth, social distinction, sump- 
tuous dwellings, travel foreign lands, and these things 
cannot give them. But can bid them sit down 
that endless feast the spirit spread abundantly the 
world’s great poems and dramas and essays and novels. 
can press into their hands the golden key the in- 
tellectual treasure hoard all ages, the riches wrought 
the greatest means that scanned the ways men, the 
wealth that cloys not with possession and that thieves can- 
not break through and steal. And this noble, this godlike 
office too often fail fill because ourselves are con- 
tent batten the commonplace and the ephemeral, be- 
cause we, men and teachers—to our shame said 
—possess not the feeling for literature. 


change can come only when our teachers and our 
prospective teachers get more and better literary instruc- 
tion. Among our teachers—with the exception few 
old and burdened criminals—there lack good will; 
they want improve the quality their work, they are 
anxious read aright the great books the world, they 
are pathetically eager acquire the feeling for literature. 
But they don’t know how. And, unfortunately, when they 
attend summer schools and extension courses they may 
even farther from the goal, for sometimes there sits 
false prophet the chair Moses and the blind leads the 
blind. The man any community, any institution, who 
interested books human documents, who brings 
out his teaching literature the worth books and 
the beauty books and the sacredness books their 
relation life, verily things brought from afar and 
from the remotest coasts; and happy beyond reckoning 
are those who sit his feet. 


the second place, essential that the daily regula- 
tion our community life arranged—if necessary 
drastically rearranged—as give our teachers more 
leisure for cultural reading. This important from 
the literary viewpoint time allotment for meditation 
from the spiritual viewpoint. don’t expect ideal 
conditions, and are content make bricks without 
straw; but least suffer have clay and water. And 
insofar the individual teacher permitted arrange his 
own program free time, might well see that 
there less frittering and fuming and fussing over non- 
essentials and more whole-hearted devotion the things 
the mind. Many promising teacher English has 
been the habit literary 
flirtation grand passion for books. 


And thirdly, let suggest, with bated breath and with 
deepest reverence for those who sit the seats the 
mighty, that the problem English teaching will never 
solved until superiors, principals, inspectors, directors 
study, superintendents schools and 
potent, grave and reverend signers realize and exemplify 
their own proper persons the joy and the wealth and the 
power and the glory that come the feeling for literature. 
They, all men, can least afford ignore the great books 
the race. They not neglect their devotional exer- 
cises, for they see the wisdom feeding their souls; some 
them, like Hamlet grow “fat and scant breath,” 
whence may inferred that they fail not feed 
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body. fitting that they whose office under- 
stand men and lead men should suffer the dust gather 
the wisdom books the ages, should carry the prac- 
tice holy mortification the point intellectual starva- 
tion? teacher devoid the feeling for literature 
cannot awaken that feeling children, how can the supe- 
rior similarly bereft act guide, comforter and inspirer 
the teacher thirsting for literary knowledge and forming 
literary taste? 

The fair lady, literature, holds royal court and many 
there are her reverence. She has lack smiling, 
perfumed courtiers who pay her overmuch lip service, 
mouth honor, breath. But many those who laud her 
glories and expatiate her charms are those who know her 
least. may that some men are busy praising right 
habits reading that they have not leisure form such 
habits themselves. 

“But,” comes the ardent protest, alike from the superior 
thirty years’ standing and the novice the start his 
teaching career, haven’t the time. I’m overworked. 
There are not sufficient members our community 
afford leisure for cultivating Homer and Montaigne 
and Milton and Newman and those other exacting friends 
yours. should like read and re-read the world’s 
great books, should love form and sustain the feeling 
for literature; but haven’t the time.” 

The obvious and unanswered reply simply this: You 
invariably have time for what you worth your 
time. You have time brush your teeth and eat your 
luncheon. You have time make your meditation and 
recite your rosary. You have time discourse unto edifi- 
cation when holy obedience calls you the parlor. You 
have time—a little self-examination will convince you that 
this fairly accurate diagnosis—for least dozen 
things daily that you don’t need do, that are 
earthly heavenly use do, and least half dozen 
things that you would immeasurably better off you 
didn’t do. They all take time. Utilize that time, mat- 
ter how fragmentary, form the Golden Hour. 

What the Golden Hour? 

Every day reserve one hour—composed preferably 
sixty consecutive minutes—for reading one the 
world’s great books. may good old Thomas 
a’Kempis that saint who truly had the feeling for liter- 
ature, Augustine Hippo; may lyric Keat’s 
essay Ruskin’s; may heaft cry from Sophocles 
chuckle from Lamb. But read it, live it, enjoy it, 
ponder it, caress it, absorb it. And presently the days 
roll into weeks you will find yourself turning the Golden 
Hour and taking refuge its depths with something 
the happy anticipation and tenderness that are yours when 
the bell calls you the holy places; and the weeks 
cluster into months you will find new power and new 
beauty everyday words and learn the way them 
written speech and relish the answer them the 
tongue, music the air; and the months fall into 
the procession the years you will find your vision 
life deepened and broadened and sweetened and your phil- 
osophy life more sympathetic and more sure; and 
the years pass serried order over your aging head you 
will find more God’s love and God’s beauty the work 
your hands and that work itself more fruitful, more 
profitable and more pleasing. From time time little 
birds rumor will perch for fleeting second your 
shoulder and whisper your difficulties you have 
unconsciously dissipated, blessings you have unwittingly 
bestowed; little thoughts yours flung idly out that 
have taken root aching hearts and blossomed the 
rose, tired eyes that meeting yours saw something there 
that kindled anew the glow gladness and the light 
God’s own Face. then, mayhap, your wearied 
limbs bear you down the sunset-crimsoned hill that leads 
into the valley peace, you may sing the feeling for 
Petrarca sang the voice his beloved 

aura: 


“Let but hear once more that breath day 

Singing surely wounds 

And slays wrath and disdain; its brooding note 
Quells all things vile and dark; Like frightened hounds, 
Before that liquid gold they fly away.”

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TEACHING PUPILS HOW STUDY.

(Eleventh Article of the Series) 


One the common com- 
plaints made against the average 
school work that children 
not learn well enough. Too 
often this complaint indeed 
justifiable one. the cases 
physically mentally deficient 
pupils course the complaint 
excusable. Most school chil- 
dren, however, are every way 
normal and capable doing 
good work but not so. 
They either fail promoted, 
poor work they are pro- 
moted fall short solving 
the problems their every day 
lives. 

the lower grades. The algebra teacher finds that his pupils 
can not arithmetic; the physics teacher declares that 
his have trouble not much with physics but with 
algebra and geometry; the university charges weakness 
the grammar and high school work and the business man 
deplores the fact that high school pupils can not solve 
ordinary arithmetical problems write grammatically 
correct business letter. 

These are indeed serious charges against both teacher 
and pupil. the part the pupil the deficiency due 
either the fact that the pupil does not study does not 
know how study effectively. either case the teacher 
involved. may not know the subject which pre- 
tends teach, which case should either qualify him- 
self teach let more competent teacher handle 
the subject. Most teachers however are quite capable 
teaching the subjects assigned them. They know the sub- 
jects perfectly but not know how teach them 
others. This but another way saying they not 
know how teach their pupils study effectively and 
economically. They know mathematics, languages, history 
and the sciences; they can ask and answer intelligently 
almost any question concerning these subjects but they 
not know how their pupils study how they ought 
study. Moreover, teachers either forget their own diffi- 
culties having been exceptionally bright students them- 
selves not realize that what was easy for them may 
difficult for their pupils. recalling one’s own ex- 
periences, observing how the pupil studies, teach- 
ing him how should study the teacher may not only 
save himself, his pupils and his patrons considerable worry 
and dissatisfaction but also valuable time, energy and 
labor used less effectively study. Briefly stated the 
teacher should know and apply his knowledge the Three 
M’s—mind, matter method. 

Should the pupil’s failures due laziness should 
made realize the disreputable error his ways and 
its regretful consequences. should made under- 
stand that for person good health idle posi- 
tively shameful and sinful; Let him know that “Idleness 
hath taught much evil,” that “In the sweat thy face 
shalt thou eat bread” divine injunction imposed upon 
all the able-bodied sons Adam. Let him sluggard that 
“Go the ant and consider her ways and learn 
wisdom.” 

There are and will till schools are more, pupils 
who must encouraged study. There are and will 
the end money and good time pupils who will 
tempted “to make money” and “have good time” instead 
going school and being educated. These should 
shown that wisdom and good character are superior 
money and pleasure both which may bring endless 
pain whereas true wisdom and good character can produce 
only unending Parents and teachers can and 
should impress upon the minds their charges that men 
learning and fine character are just desirable, just 
necessary, just useful men money. Show the 
children that study made Farraday, Pascal, Pasteur the 
useful scientists they were. Make plain them that 
study made out Lincoln the rail-splitter, the 
great scholar, president and statesman that was; that 
study and prayer made St. Augustine and St. Thomas 
Aquinas the great philosophers and doctors the church 


that they were. Fix the truth that the work such men 
lives after them the comfort, elevation and gratitude 
succeeding generations. 

every school there are omniverous students deficient 
not the quantity but quality their study. They read 
and study everything the lesson every sentence 
was equal importance. They fail see that every 
lesson there are certain salient central ideas, cardinal 
points dominating the whole lesson. Instead learning 
these central facts the exclusion all others less im- 
portant these omniverous students waste much valuable 
time and energy insignificant irrelevant matter. 
these the teacher should point out the most significant, 
most essential parts the lesson mastered not 
purely arbitrary task but the easiest and most econ- 
omic way learning what must learned. This gives 
the pupil conception the gist the lesson which 
must work out detail. gives him the lesson-skeleton 
which must cover with the proper material, some 
which essential, some illustrative, some ornamental. 
Outlines geography, history, physiology, physics, chem- 
istry, botany, zoology and biology are especially helpful 
this respect. They enable the pupil summarize the 
major ideas and should given the beginning 
end the recitation guide the mastery the 
advanced lesson. Certainly teachers should not blandly 
assume that mere assignment many pages history, 
many problems solve any other general book 
assignment all that necessary for the preparation 
the next lesson. this often results having to. 
teach the pupils how study the lesson which they did 
not know how “tackle” and master the next recita- 
tion; and far better show them how study 
and thus avoid the difficulty eradicating erroneous 
ideas. 

Too often the teacher not position know how 
hard how ineffectively pupils study lesson home. 
remedy this ineffective preparation has led some school 
authorities introduce supervised study under the teach- 
er’s direction school instead home. Where super- 
vised study has been tried, has proved time, 
labor, and money saver. Where crowded curricula and 
scarcity teachers not admit supervised study, the 
teacher should least show the pupils definitely what 
study and how study. Care must taken, how- 
ever, not study for the pupil but with him. question, 
suggest, and direct without too much assistance the 
teacher’s finest art. also very difficult one which 
can lay down only few helpful principles effective 
teaching and study. 

First among these that the pupil should not try 
study idly reading “saying” his lesson with his lips 
instead his mind. This what the pupils when 
lip music they force themselves “to say their lessons” 
the accompaniment foot swinging and desk tapping 
while the mind goes wool-gathering. Such study not 
only expensive but also well-nigh worthless for study 
not lip-activity but mind activity the one subject studied. 
Trying study two things simultaneously like trying 
see two objects the same time. Neither clearly seen. 
For this, well disciplinary reason the teacher should 
banish mere lip-study from the very outset. 

Secondly the pupil should not allowed study his 
lesson merely memorizing the words the text. Un- 
fortunately about per cent elementary pupils study 
their lessons merely memorizing words, words, words 
which they clatter off without knowing their meaning. 
Thus they give parrot recitations whole pages 
history without appreciating the historical significance 
the words reproduced verbatim. Thus they repeat rules 
and principles grammar and arithmetic without being 
able make practical application them. Thus they 
demonstrate propositions geometry without following 
the course reasoning which geometric truths are 
established. result they fail demonstrate any 
corallary original not demonsirated for them. Neither 
can they solve the simplest practical geometrical problems 
chiefly because they have acquired only stock words 
instead ideas which words are only the signs. Words 
are only the husks enclosing thoughts. intellectually 
nutritious words must husked their thoughts and 
these Bacon suggests must not swallowed whole but 
chewed, digested and assimilated. 

The third principle effective study follows coral- 
lary from the second. Briefly stated is: The pupil

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should know what the lesson fact is, what means and 
what teaches. Such conception and method study 
involves the memory, intellect and character. Knowing 
the fact involves the memory, knowing its meaning chal- 
lenges the understanding, knowing its teaching should 
shown moral development. This was Lincoln’s con- 
ception and method study which made him the great 
self-educated man that was. His early struggles for 
the great mastery thought and power expression 
which later acquired are best told his own words. 
Asked where was educated, young man who was 
deeply impressed with one his masterly addresses 
which declared learned more about public speaking 
than whole course rhetorical lectures, the great 
self-educated man replied:

our country amid wide diffusion knowledge, such 
reign educational superficiality exists today. Truly 
our fathers and grandfathers fared much better. use 
the words Antonio the opening scene the Merchant 
Venice, “How caught came it” know not. 
But this know, that much the work done our 
secondary schools and colleges—yea even our great na- 
tional universities—is very superficial and slip shod and 
makes for neither true scholarship nor culture. 

was privilege spend last year one the 
great American national universities using its excellent 
library for research work. Twenty-five years ago at- 
tended the post graduate classes the same university 
and position compare the relative worth 
the work done then and now. Indeed have been 
good deal touch with education since those graduate 
days the nineties the last century and have too 
watched always with interest the fortunes education 
its various phases and trends. 

you were ask how would designate the edu- 
cation today would answer applying the word 
“popular” and ask that this word “popular” interpreted 
mean system education calculated suit the tastes 
and ambition every student desirous “going through” 
college and securing diploma degree along the happy 
“elective” lines least resistance. 

Now clearly evident anyone who knows the 
superficial and empty character much the work done 
the academy and college today that this “gabbling” 
through classes and securing “counts” does not make for 
real scholarship and culture. truth only kind 
educational dissipation. There real training the 
faculties, there real acquisition. Nothing but men- 
tal cloud confusion confronts the student after such 
course. not quite bad film yet dissipation. 
Let here concretely express what mean. must con- 
fess that can see little the study Latin and Greek 
per unless their study takes you under the skies 
Greece and Rome and reveals you Greek and Roman 
life segment ancient civilization. study Virgil 
Horace Homer for the purpose exemplifying 
Latin Greek syntax waste time. Then 
again the possession these dead languages should 
real possession. The vocabulary should absolutely mas- 
tered for one knows any language only the extent 
the knowledge and possession its vocabulary. Just 
imagine the educational camouflage that obtains many 
our high schools where pupils Latin after two 
years course three spaces week attempt translate 
Latin sight. This course looks beautiful pro- 
gram studies but truly brings results. Why you 
may ask? Because the vocabulary such pupil 
necessarily limited that defeats the very purpose and 
end the work. Sight translating may have value when 
the student possession wide vocabulary and this 
can only come with many years study and memory 
freighted with the wealth the dictionary. Indeed 
think that both the ancient and modern languages the 
acquisition the vocabulary should the main point 
study especially during the early years. The English 
and American system education its method study- 
ing languages all wrong that lays too much empha- 
sis syntax and not enough word study. What 
the result this? That boy girl sixteen years 
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age France can write more clearly and elegantly 
French than can our university graduates their mother 
tongue the age twenty-four twenty-five. 

The old trivium and quadrivium course the Middle 
Ages seems very limited course but had the 
virtue thoroughness and mastery. The Latin scholar 
the time Dante and for three centuries afterwards 
was absolute master Latin witness for instance 
the work such men Blessed Thomas More and Eras- 
mus. 

Now rarely does any scholar quit graduation the 
university capable reading Latin author with ease 
pleasure, the only surety for this being previous study 
and translation. 

course you can reply this and say that along 
other lines are far advance the educational work 
the Middle Ages. That quite true. But are not 
comparing the intellectual development the Twentieth 
Century with that the Thirteenth but rather the 
acter the scholarship the one with that the other. 
The trouble today that everything measured the 
utilitarian and the scholarship that will not breed dollars 
and cents like the soothsayer the play Julius Caesar 
has place the assemblage and removed from the 
scene. 

But perhaps the most patent and glaring deficiency 
our modern language and classical teaching that what 
should indirectly training English composition 
through elegant and accurate translation becomes nothing 
but slovenly expressed rendition Latin French 
German thought set down not according English idiom 
but the idiom the author. 

know very well too that most the great masters 
style such Ruskin, Newman and Arnold have made 
confession the fact that they owed their style annd fine 
command English careful translation the classics. 
our American and Canadian schools anything re- 
sembling English goes translation and the very teachers 
themselves often have nice conception the exact 
word used. This plainly seen too some 
the Latin and French texts that are annotated. 

not all this then but very depradation scholar- 
ship? any wonder that have sometimes professors 
who have won their doctorates yet who are absolutely de- 
void genuine scholarships not speak culture and 
whose talks and addresses their class rooms instead 
being models good English are bristling with inele- 
gancies and clumsy forms thought that betray un- 
tutored and uncultured mind. 

Indeed think full time that should sound 
alarm for truly our education today for the most part 
not only superficial but lacks the culture and grace 
that should mark true scholarship. Perhaps may soon 
awake and realize our deficiencies. Perhaps indeed the 
pendulum already beginning swing the other direc- 
tion and may soon see restored our studies and 
scholastic labors something the reality the grace and 
worth that have marked true and sound scholarship 
every age.

Fatigue, due foul air; physical 
strain the body, eye, ear. 

What should the teacher when she sees pupils be- 
coming dull She should raise the windows 
wide open and give the students few vigorous exercises. 

What the most predisposing influence pneumonia? 
Bad cold. 

What are some other important predisposing influences? 
Influenza, bronchitis, whooping cough, and measles. 

How can milk made safe drink? scalding 
pasteurizing it. 

membranous croup form diphtheria? Yes. 

What can done prevent diphtheria children? 
Never let child kiss person who has sore throat 
into room where person has sore throat. 

what age whooping cough especially Under 
two years. 

what age scarlet fever most fatal? Under ten years. 

Be- 
cause often followed pneumonia, bronchitis, tu- 
berculosis, causing death; deafness weak eyes;
